Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  for  1945. 

Lack  of  sufficient  housing  accommodation  remained  a great 
problem  throughout  the  year  and  overcrowding  due  to  the  influx 
of  labour  cannot  properly  be  abated  until  a considerable  part  of 
the  Council’s  housing  programme  has  been  completed. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  failed  to  keep  last  year’s  good 
record  and  an  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  is  given  in  the  report- 
There  were  nine  cases  of  neo-natal  deaths  which  in  our  present  state 
of  knowledge  are  not  preventable  and  arise  from  causes  mainly 
previous  to  birth. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  and  water  and  sewerage  of  the 
district  has  been  well  maintained. 

I wish  to  express  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  also  to  my  fellow 
officers  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. — A County  Council 
Welfare  Clinic  is  held  once  weekly.  A Medical  Officer  attends 
each  week.  An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  also  held  weekly. 


The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  weekly  at  the 
Health  Clinic,  Market  Street,  Kettering. 

Orthopaedic  cases  attend  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  clinic  at 
Corby. 

Persons  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  the 
Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital  every  Thursday  evening 
under  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  treatment  was  offered  free  of 
cost.  Cases  were  referred  for  treatment  by  medical  practitioners, 
health  visitors,  and  district  nurses,  and  109  received  treatment 
during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  : From  1941  free  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  was  offered  to  all  children  from  1-15  years  of  age.

SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(1)  Water. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  was  356,000  gallons  of 
which  45,000  gallons  were  taken  for  industrial  purposes.  There 
was  a very  slight  net  increase  over  the  year  from  the  Council’s  two 
wells,  although  the  yield  from  one  well  (Little  Oakley)  in  the  second 
half  of  the  year  fell  to  the  lowest  figures  yet  recorded.  There  was 
an  adequate  supply  available  from  the  Corby  and  District  Water 
Company  to  meet  the  balance  of  the  Council’s  requirements. 

Sarnples  of  water  have  been  submitted  monthly  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  results  have  been  consistently  satisfactory,  as 
indicated  by  the  figures  shown  below.

There  was  one  sample  only  of  raw  water  which  suggested  con- 
tamination, and  the  sample  of  chlorinated  water  taken  at  the  same 
time  gave  a satisfactory  result.  This  appeared  to  be  due  to  the 
effect  of  heavy  rain  following  a dry  period,  and  a further  sample  of 
raw  water  taken  a few  days  later  was  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo-solvency  in  the  water  from  any 
of  the  three  sources.  Water  from  both  wells  is  hard  (26  degrees 
and  23|  degrees  respectively — Clark’s  scale,  total  hardness). 

Water  is  supplied  to  a population  of  11,002  in  2747  houses  direct 
and  to  a population  of  340  in  84  houses  by  means  of  stand-pipes. 

In  addition  224  persons  in  55  houses  depend  on  wells  for  their 
water  supply. 

(2)  Public  Cleansing. 

Labour  has  continued  to  be  the  limiting  factor  in  both  street 
scavenging  and  refuse  collection  operations  and  owing  to  the  advanc- 
ing age  of  the  men  employed  the  operation  of  these  services  has 
become  increasingly  difficult. 

The  fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  continued 
and  the  resumption  of  a weekly  collection  is  dependent  on  the 
availability  of  additional  suitable  men.  The  disposal  of  refuse  by 
tipping,  leaves  much  room  for  improvement  and  this  is  again  de- 
pendent on  the  labour  position.

SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Fifty-one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified 
and  twenty-four  were  removed  to  hospital.  The  disease  was  mild 
in  type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Diphtheria. — Two  cases'  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the 
year  ; both  were  removed  to  hospital  and  recovered.  One  child 
had  organisms  of  the  gravis  type  and  one  of  the  mitis  type.  Both 
children  had  been  previously  immunised  against  diphtheria. 
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Erysipelas. — Two  cases  were  reported  ; both  were  nursed  at 
home  and  recovered. 

Measles. — One  case  was  reported.  The  patient  was  nursed  at 
home  and  recovered. 

Pneumonia. — Two  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  were 
notified  ; both  were  nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Tuberculosis. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
These  Regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was 
taken  during  1945. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62  and  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Section  172.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  whereby 
an  infectious  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  may  be  compulsorily 
removed  to  hospital. 

Ten  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  two  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Tables  at  the  end  of 
the  report  give  the  age  and  sex  incidence  of  tuberculosis  and  the 
number  of  deaths  from  the  disease. 

Tuberculosis  After-Care. — The  Committee  continue  to  take  an 
increasing  interest  in  the  welfare  of  patients  and,  in  addition  to 
making  grants  of  assistance,  stress  the  preventive  side  by  attention 
to  better  hygiene  and  housing  conditions.
